T he Greenfield Gazette publishes the following an­ 


tique curiosity, in the form o f a letter “ w ritten,” says 


the G azette, “ in 1722, about the com mencem ent o f 


the Jesuits’, or R olle’s war, so called, from the French 


Jesuits, especially the Jesuit U oile, having instigated 


the Indians to commit the hostilities against the English 


settlers, which led to a declaration o f war. 
Massachu­ 


setts and N ew Hampshire were the principal provinces 


engaged in this war— their enem ies were the Norridge- 


w ocks, Penobscots, St Francois, Cape Sable and St 


John Indians. 
Many attacks were made by the savages 


upon the settlers in this quarter, who w ere obliged to 


be constantly on the alert. 
Deerfield and Northfield 


were then the frontier towns ou the Connecticut ; a 


few houses, hovveve*, had been built in this place. 
Col 


Stoddard, o f Northampton, grandfather, w e believe, o f 


Solom on Stoddard, Esq., now Clerk o f the Court at 


that place, w as entrusted w ith the defencs o f this sec­ 


tion o f the province, and the following seem s to he a 


letter o f instructions written by him to Capt Barnard, of 


Deerfield. 
W e give it verbatim from the original now 


before us, dated” 


D e c r f 'ld , A ugust 1— 1722. 
C a p t. B a r n a r d , 
S ’r, I was desirous to have discoursed with the 
Indians in this T ow n , but they being absent I have no 
opportunity, therefore I desire you to let them know 
that when I am at Boston I shall acquaint the Gov’no 
that I am enformed that they are desirous to continue 
amongst us o f which I very well approve, and doubt 
not but the G ov’nr will be ready to improve them 
against the Eastern Indians in case a war cannot be 
avoided. 
talk with one or two o f the Chiefs about going to the 
Eastward with all speed, amongst those Indians to 
learn fully their designs, what measures they purpose 
to take, where they Intend to dispose their families, 
what Indians are engaged with them, where to bend 
their force, whither they will aet in a Body or in small 
Parties, what R iver3 and Rhoads they will use, especi­ 
ally if they com e this w ay, whither it is the french that 
have set them on work or whither they act o f their own 
meer motion, you may suggest to them that they may 
pretend that the English have imprisoned som e o f their 
people and that they were willing to talk with them, 
and concert matters that they might inform their tribe 
before they concluded how to act. 
and although I have no orders yet I will adventure 
to engage them pay for their service, if their demands 
exceed not ten Pounds, 
the matter must be keptsecred 
both by them and us. 
whither this succeed or not you may propose to them , 
that they take a stand near Menadnuck till my return 
from Boston, and that they range across Ashuelot, a- 
cross Contacook River, and about the head o f Millers 
River, whore they will surely see signs o f an enemy 
in case they com e speedily this w ay. 
and although 
they will manage their ow n buisiness, yet in that it 
may be of service to us, you may supply the n with 
som e quantity o f Corn, and som e lesser matter of other 
Provision if they desire it. 
if they meet with any of 
those Indians let them learn their designs, und acquaint 
us. and if they goe on this Hunt you had need acquaint 
Lieut’nt K ellog, as well as other people that 
they are 
Hunting there. 
if any o f the Indians continue in the T ow n , let som e 
sutiablo place he assigned them that w e may commit 
no mistake about them. 
you may assure them that all manner o f friendship 
shall be shew n them and that 
those o f their people 
carryed to Boston, are or shall be set 
at Liberty. 
I am 8 ’r your Humble Servant 
JOHN ST O D D A R D ,
